Irft?  That  from  this  day  there  be  a  true, 
firm5  and  inviolable  Peace,  fincere 
Friendship  5  a  nearer  and  ftraiter  Alli- 
ance and  Union  between  the  moft  Se- 
rene King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
High  and  Mighty  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Netherlands  >  and  the  Lands;  Countreys,

apd  Cities  under  the  Obedience  of  both  Parties, 
wherefoever  fituate  3  and  their  Subje<5is  and  Inhabi- 
tants, of  what  degree  foever  they  be. 

ri. 

Alfo,  That  for  the  time  to  come,  all  Enmities,Ho- 
ftilities -y  Difcords  and  Wars  between  the  faid  Lord 
the  King,  and  the  forefaid  Lords  the  States  General, 
and  their  Subie&s  and  Inhabitants,  ceafe  and  be  abo- 
lished*, Ana  that  both  Parties  do  altogether  forbear 
and  abftain  from  all  Plundering,  Depredation,  Harm- 
doing,  Injuries  and  Infeftation  whatfoever,  as  well  by 
Land  as  by  Sea,  and  in  Frefli  Waters,  every  where  >  and 
efpecially  through  all  Tradls^  Dominions,  Places  and 
Governments  (of  what  condition  foever  they  be) 
within  the  Jurifdi&ioa.  of  either  Party. 

Ul 

Alfo,  That  all  Offences ,  Injuries,  Damages, 
Lofles,  which  His  faidMajefty  and  His  Subje&s,  or 
the  forefaid  States  General  and  their  Subje&s  have  on 
either  frie  fuftained  during  this  War,  or  at  any  time 
whatfoever  heretofore,  upon  what  Caufe  or  Pretence 
foever?  be  buried  in  Oblivion,  and  totally  expunged 
out  of  Remembrance  0  as  if  no  fuch  things  had  ever 
paft. 

Furthermore.,  That  the  forefaid  Peace,  Friendfhip 
and  Alliance  may  ftand  upon  fifth  and  unmaken  Foun- 
dations, and  that  from  this  very  day  all  Occafions  of 
new  Diffention  and  Difference  may  be  cut  off  $  It  is 

further 


farther  Agreed ,  That  both  the  Parties,  and  either  of 
them ,  fliall  keep  and  pofTefs  hereafter  with  plenary- 
Right  of  Sovereignty,  Propriety  and  Pofleflion, 
all  tuch  Lands,  Iflands,  Cities,  Forts,  Places,  and  Co- 
lonies (how  many  foever)  as  during  this  War,  or  in 
any  former  times  before  this  War,  they  have  by  Force 
of  Aims ,  or  any  other  way  whatfoever,  gotten  and 
detained  from  the  other  Party  5  and  that,  altogether 
after  the  fame  manner  as  they  had  gotten  and  did  pof- 
fcfs  them  the  £  day  of  May  laft  paft ,  none  of  the 
fame  places  being  Excepted* 

IV. 

Moreover,  That  all  Ships,  with  their  Furniture  and 
Merchandife ,  and  all  Moveables,  which  during  this 
War,  or  at  any  time  heretofore  have  come  inn  the 
Power  of  either  of  the  forementioned  Parties  or  their 
Subje&s,  be  and  remain  to  the  prefent  1  olTeflbrs, 
without  any  Compenfation  or  Rellitution  ;  fo  as  each 
one  become  anA-emain  Proprietor  and  PoiTeffor  for 
ever  cf  that  which  was  fo  gotten.,  without  any  Con- 
troverfie,  or  Exception  of  Place,  Time,  or  Things. 

V. 

Moreover,  That  all  Anions,  Suits ,  and  Pretenti- 
ons, whatfoever  they  be,  or  in  what  manner  foever 
they  have  been  reftrained,  circumfciibed  ,  defined  or 
referved  in  any  Articles  of  Peace  or  Alliance  already 
made,  (and  especially  in  tue  fifteenth  Article  of  that 
Treaty  which  was  Signed  in  tbe  year  1662.)  which

Mis  faid  Majeftyand  thefaid  States  Generator  their 
Subje&s,  may  or  would  profecute  or  move  againftone 
another  about  fuch  matters  or  things  as  have  happen- 
ed during  this  War,  or  in  any  former  times  as  well  be- 
fore as  after  the  forefaid  Treaty  of  1662 .  until  the 
day  of  this  prefent  Alliance,  be  and  remain  void,  obli- 
terated, and  difannulled  5  As  His  faid  Majefly  and  the 
faid  States  General  fliall  declare,  and  they  do  hereby 
declare,That  by  vertue  of  thefe  Prefents;  they  will  for 
ever  totally'  renounce,  even  as  hereby  they  do  re- 
nounce5all  fuch  A<5tions?SuitsandPretenfions  forthem- 
ielvs  and  theirSuccefTors,fo  as  inregard  of  them  nothing 
more  may  or  ought  ever  to  be  urged  on  either  fide,and 
nothing  to  be  moved  thereupon  hereafter, 

VI. 

But  if  after  the  •£  day  of  May,  eypreffed  in  thepre- 
cedent  third  Article,  or  after  the  Peace  is  made,  or  this 
Treaty  Signed,  either  Party  fliall  intercept  and  get 
from  the  other  any  Lands,  Iflands^  Cities^  Forts,  Co- 
lonies 3  or  other  places  whatfoever  f*all  and  every  of 
them,  without  nny  diftinction  of  place  or  time,  fliall  be 
reftored  bom  fide  in  the  fame  ftate  and  condition 
wherein  they  fliall  be  found  to  be  at  the  time,  when- 
soever it  fliall  be  known  in  thofe  places  that  the  Peace 
is  made. 

VII. 

But  to  avoid  all  matter  of  ftrife  or  contention  here- 
after, thatufeth  fometimes  to  arife  concerning  the  R  e- 
ititution  or  Liquidation  of  fuch  Ships  ,  Merchandifc, 
and  other  Moveable's^  as  both  Parties  of  either  of  them

may  pretend  to  have  been  taken  or  gotten  in  Places 
and  Coafts  far  diftant,  after  the  Peace  is  concluded, 
and  before  it  be  notified  unto  thofe  places?  It  is 
Agreed,  That  all  fuch  Ships,  Merchandife,  and  other 
Moveables,  which  may  chance  to  fall  into  either  Par- 
ties hands  after  the  Conclufion  and  Publication  of  the 
prefeiit  Inftrument^  in  the  Channel  or  Britifh  Sea, 
within  the  fpace  of  Twelve  days^  and  the  fame  in  the 
North  Seay  and  within  the  fpace  of  Six  weeks/rom  the 
mouth  of  the  Channel  unto  the  Cape  of  St,  Vincent  -y 
as  alfo  within  the  fpace  of  Ten  weeks,  beyond  the  faid 
C*/^  and  on  this  fide  the  Equinoctial  Line  or  Equa- 
tor > ,  as  well  in  the  Ocean  and  Mediterranean  Sea,  as  elfe- 
wherey  and  from  thence  within  the  fpace  of  Eight 
moneths,  beyond  the  terms  of  the  forefaid  Line 
throughout  all  the  World  5  fhall  be  and  remain  unto 
the  PoflefTors  j  without  any  exception  or  further  di- 
ftin&ion'of  time  or  place,  or  any  regard  had  to. the  ma- 
king of  R  eftitution  or  Com  penfation, 

viii.    ; 

It  is  alfo  Agreed ,  That  under  the  forefaid  Renun- 
ciation and  Stipulation,  all  Letters  whatfoever  of  Re-' 
prizal,  Marque  and  Counter-Marque,  both  general  and 
particular,  and  others  of  that  kind,' by  vert  ue  whereof 
any  Hoftilitymay  be  exercifed  for  the  future,  ought 
alfo  to  be  reckoned  and  comprehended  5  and  by  the 
Publick  Authority  of  this  Alliance  they  are  inhibited 
and  revoked.  And  if  any  perfons  of  either  Nation, 
after  fuch  Revocation  y  fhall'  rieverthelefs ,  under 'pre- 
tence or  authority  of  fuch  Letters  or  Commiffions 

already 


already  revoked,  defign  any  new  mifchief  ,  or  ad  any 
Hoftility,  after  the  Peace  is  made,  and  the  times  fpeci- 
fiedin  the  precedent  feventh  Article  are  elapfed  -7  they 
are  to  be  looked  upon  as  difturbers  of  the  Publick 
Peace,  and  puniihed  according  to  the  Law  of  Nati- 
ons, befides  an  entire  Reftitution  of  the  thing  taken, 
or  full  fatisfaftion  of  Damages,  to  which  they  (hall  be 
liable  5  notwithftanding  any  Claufe  whatfoever  to  the 
contrary,  which  may  be  infertedin  the  faid  Letters  re- 
voked as  aforefaid. 

IX. 

And  whereas  inCountreys  far  remote,  as  in  Africk 
and  America^  efpecially  inGuwey,  certain  Proteftati- 
ons  and  Declarations,  and  other  Writings  of  that  kind 
prejudicial  to  the  Liberty  of  Trade  and  Navigation, 
have  been  emitted  andpubliflied  on  either  fide  by  the 
Governors  and  Officers  in  the  Name  of  their  Superi- 
ors >  It  is  in  like  manner  Agreed,  That  all  and  every 
fuch  Protections,  Declarations,  and  Writings  afore- 
faid, be  aboliihed,  and  held  hereafter  for  null  and  void  -y 
and  that  both  the  above  mentioned  Parties,  and  their 
Inhabitants  and  Subjeds ,  ufeand  enjoy  the  fame  Li- 
berty of  Trade  and  Navigation  as  well  in  Africa  as  in 
America,  which  they  ufed  and  enjo.ed,  or  of  right 
might  ufe  and  enjoy  at  that  rime  when  the  Treaty  of 
the  year  1662.  was  Subferibed. 

X. 

Alfo,  That  Prifoners  on  both  fides,  one  and  all,  of 
what  Degree,  Dignity^  of  ConditiQn  foeverthey  be,

fliall  be  fet  at  Liberty,  without  ranfom  or  any  other 
price  of  their  Freedom  >  Provided  fatisfa&ion  be  made 
by  them  for  Debts  which  they  have  cootra<fted  for 
Diet;  or  any  other  lawful  Caufe. 

XL 

v  That  the  faid  King  of  Great  Br  it  am,  and  the  faid 
States  Gener?!  remain  Friends,  Confederate,  United 
and  Allied,  for  the  defence  and  preservation  of  the 
Rights,  Liberties,  ajid  Immunities  of  either  Ally 
and  their  Subje&s,  againft  all  whomfoever,  who 
fliall  endeavour  to  difturb  the  Peace  of  eithers  State 
by  Sea  or  Land ,  or  fuch  as  living  within  eithers  Do- 
minions, fliall  be  declared  Publick  Enemies  to 
either. 

XII. 

That  neither  the  faid  King  of  Gmt  Britain^  aor 
the  faid  States  General  fhall  Ad,  Do,  Endeavour, 
Treat  or  Attempt  any  thing  againft  the  other,  or  the 
Subjefts  of  either,  any  whereby  Land  or  Sea,  or  in 
any  Ports,  Liberties,  Creeks,  or  Frefli-waters,  upon 
any  occafion  whatfoever}  And  that  neither  they  nor 
the  Subjeds  of  either  of  them,  fliall  give,  afford,  or 
fupply  any  Aid,  Counfel  or  Favour  ,  nor  confent 
that  any  thing  be  Done,  Treated  or  Attempted  by 
any  other  whofoever,  to  the  harm  or  prejudice  of  the 
other,  or  the  Subje&s  of  either  •,  but  fliall  exprefly 
and  adually  oppofe ,  contradift ,  and  really  hinder 
all  whom  foe  ver,  refiding  or  dwelling  in   either  the 

B  refpe&ive

refpecYive  Dominions,  who  fliall  a&,  do,  treat,  or 
attempt  any  thing  againfl:  either  of  them. 

XIII.  4 

T hat  neither  the  faidKins,  northefaid  Common- 
\yeakh,  nor  any  of  the  Subjects  of  either,  inhabiting 
orrefiding  within  their  Jurifdi&ion,  fliall  cherifli  and 
aflift  the  Rebels  of  either  Party  with  any  Succour, 
Counfel,  or  Favour  whatfoever  •,  but  fliall  exprefly  op- 
pofe,  and  effe&ually  hinder  all  perfor.s  abiding  f  red- 
ding, or  dwelling  in  either  of  their  Dominions ,  from 
fupplying  or  furnifbing  any  of  thofe  forefaid  Rebels 
by  Sea  or  Land,  with  any  Succour  or  Afliftance,  either 
in  Men,  Ships,  Arms,  warlike  Furniture,  or  other 
prohibited  Goods,  or  with  Money,  Provifions,  or  Vi- 
ctuals :  And  all  Ships,  Arms,  warlike  Furniture,  or 
other  forbidden  Goods,  alfo  Money  and  Provifions  be- 
longing to  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever,  which 
fliall  be  fupplied  or  f  urniflied  contrary  to  the  meaning 
of  this  Article,  fliall  be  confifcate  and  forfeited  to  that 
Party  where  the  perfons  offending  fliall  be:  And  thofe 
who  fliall  wittingly  and  willingly  act,  commitjattempt, 
or  advifeany  thing  contrary  to  the  fenfe  of  this  Arti- 
cle, fliall  be  judged  Enemies  of  both  Parties,  and  fliall 
bepuniflied  as  Traitors,  there  where  the  Offence  fliall 
be  committed.  But  as  touching  the  fpecification  of 
F  inhibited  or  Contraband  Goods,  it  fliall  be  provided 
for  hereafter.

XIV. 

That  the  (aid  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  faid 

States  General  (hall  mutually  ,  fincerely,  and  faith- 
fully (as  there  is  occafionj  aflift  each  other  againft 
the  Rebels  of  either,  by  Sea  or  Land,  with  Men  and 
Ships?  at  the  coft  and  charges  of  the  Parties  who  de- 
fire  the  fame,  in  fuch  proportion  and  manner,  and 
upon  fuch  conditions,  as  afterward  fliall  be  agreed,  and 
the  prefent  occafion  (hall  require. 

XV. 

That  neither  the  faid  King,  nor  the  faid  Common- 
wealth, nor  the  Subje&s  of  either ,  fhall  in  any  of 
their  Jurifdi<5tions,  Countries,  Lands,  Havens,  Sea- 
ports, Creeks,  receive  any  Rebel  or  Rebels,  Fugi- 
tive or  Fugitives  of  the  other  Party,  declared,  or 
to  be  declared,  nor  fliall  give  or  yield  unto 
fuch  declared  Rebels  and  Fugitives  in  the  places 
aforefaid,  or  elfewhere,  though  without  their  Lands, 
Countries,  Havens,  Sea-ports,  Creeks  or  Jurifdi&i- 
ons,  any  Help,  Counfel,  Lodging,  Souldiers,  Ships, 
Money,  Arms,  Ammunition  or  Vi&uals :  As  alfo 
neither  of  the  States  fhall  permit  that  fuch  Rebels  or 
Fugitives  be  received  by  any  perfon  or  perfons 
within  their  Jurifdi&ions,  Countries,  Lands,  Sea- 
ports ,  Havens ,  Creeks ,  nor  fuffer  that  any  Help3 
Counfel,  Lodging,  Favour,  Arms,  Ammunition, 
Souldiers,  Ships,  Moneys  or  Provifion  be  given  or 
yielded  to  fuch  Rebels  and  Fugitives  ♦,  but  (hall  ex- 
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prefly  and  effectually  oppofe ,  and  really  hinder  the 
fame. 

XVI. 

That  in  cafe  either  of  them  by  their  publick  and 
aiithentick  Letters  ihall  make  known  and  declare 
iinto  the  other ■,  that  any  perfon  or  perfons  are  or 
have  been  a  Rebel  or  Rebels,  Fugitive  or  Fugitives, 
and  that  they  or  any  of  them  have  been  received, 
or  refide,  lie  hid  ,  or  feek  fhelter  in  their  Jurifdi&i- 
ons^  Lands,  Countries,  Sea- ports^  or  in  any  of  them  5 
then  that  party  who  (hall  have  received  fuch  Letters, 
or  to  whom  fuch  notice  fhallbe  given,  or  declaration 
made,  ihall  within  the  fpace  of  Twenty  eight  days, 
to  be  accounted  from  the  day  that  fuch  notice  was 
given,  be  bound  to  Charge  and  Command  fuch  Re- 
bel or  Rebels,  Fugitive  or  Fugitives,  to  withdraw 
and  depart  out  of  their  Jurifdi&ions,  Lands,  Domi- 
nions ,  Countries ,  and  every  of  them :  And  in  cafe 
any  of  the  faid  Rebels  or  Fugitives  do  not  withdraw 
and  depart  within  Fifteen  days  after  fuch  Charge  or 
Command  fo  given,  then  that  they  be  punifhed 
with  Death,  and  lofs  of  Lands  and  Goods, 

XVII. 

That  no  Rebel  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain 
Ihall  be  received  into  any  of  theCaftles,  Cities,  Ha- 
vens, Jurifdi&ions,  or  other  places  Priviledg'd  or  not 
Priviledg'd,  which  any  perfon  of  what  dignity  or 
degree  foever  he  be,  or  fhall  be ,  hath  within  the 
Dominions  or  Territories  of  the  United  Provinces, 

by 


by  what  right  or  title  foever  he  doth  or  fliall  hold 
or  pofTefs  the  fame,  nor  be  permitted  to  be  received 
into,  or  remain  in  them  ,  by  any   perfon,  of  what 
quality  or  degree  foever  he   be.     Neither  mall  the 
faid  States  General  permit  or  furfer,  that  in  any  of 
theaforefaid  places,  any  Afliftance,  Counfel  or  Fa- 
vour with  Ships,  Souldiers,  Money  or  Provifion,  or 
in  any  other  manner,  be  given  or  afforded  unto  any 
fuch  Rebel,-  by  any  perfon  of  what  degree  or  qua- 
lity foever  he  be ,  but  mail  openly  and  exprefly  for- 
bid, and  effe&ually  hinder  the  fame.     And  if  any 
perfon  or  perfons,  of  what  degree  or  quality  foever 
they  ber  dwelling  or  remaining  within  the  £>omini- 
ons  of  the  faid   United  Provinces,  or  under  their 
Command  ,   mall  a&  any  thing  contrary    to  this 
Agreement,  That  then  all  and  Angular  fuch  perfons  fo 
doing,  mall  for  term  ©f  their  lives  refpe&ively,  lofe 
and  forfeit  all  fuch  Caftles,  Towns,  Villages,  Xands, 
and  other  places  which  they  or  any  of  them  at  thae 
time  have  or  pretend  to  have,  by  what  right  or  title 
foever.     In  like  manner,  no  Rebel  of  the  faid  States 
of  the  United  Provinces  fliall  be  received  into  any 
Caftles,  Towns,  Havens,  or  other  places.,  or  any  of 
them,  Priviledg'd  or  not  Priviledg'd,  whichany  perfon 
or  perfons,of  what  degree  or  quality  foever  they  be,and 
by  what  right  or  title  foever  he  or  they  do  or  fhall 
hold  and  poflefs,  within  the  Kingdoms  or  Domini- 
ons of  His  faid  Majefty  of  Great  Britain :  Nor  fhall 
fuch  Rebel  be  fuffered  to  be  received  by  any  perfon 
or  perfons  whatfoever,  or  there  to  remain*,  neither 
fhall  the  King  of  Great  Britain  permit  or  fuffer,  that 
any  Counfel,  Affiftance,  or  Favour  in  any  of  the 
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faifl  Places  with  Ships,  Men,  Money,  Viduals,  or  in 
any  other  manner  be  given  or  afforded  unto  any  fuoh 
Rebel,  by  any  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  of  what  degree 
or  quality  foever  they  be ,  but  fhall  openly  and  ex- 
prefly  forbid,  and  effe&ually  hinder  the  fame.  And 
in  cafe  any  of  the  Subjefts  of  the  faid  King,  or 
within  His  Dominions,  (hall  do  or  attempt  any  thing 
againft  this  Agreement,  That  all  and  every  perfons  fo 
offending,  fliallin  like  manner  for  their  refpe&ive  lives 
lofe  and  forfeit  all  fuch  Caftles,  Cities,  Towns,  Lands, 
and  other  places  which  they  or  any  of  them  at  that 
time  hath,  or  fliall  pretend  to  have ,  by  any  right  or 
title  whatfoever. 

XVIII. 

That  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  and  His  Sub- 
je&s,  and  all  the  Inhabitants  of  His  Majefties  Domi- 
nions, and  alfo  the  faid  United  Provinces  and  their 
Subje&s  and  Inhabitants,  of  what  rank  cr  conditi- 
on foever  they  be,  fliall  be  bound  to  ufe  each  other 
kindly  and  friendly  in  every  thing-,  fo  that  they  may 
freely  and  fafely  pafs  by  Land  or  by  Water  into  each 
others  Countreys,  Cities,  Towns  walled  or  unwalled, 
fortified  or  not  fortified,  and  their  Havens,  and  all 
other  their  Dominions  fituate  in  Europe ,  to  conti- 
nue and  abide  therein  fo  long  as  they  (hall  pleafe, 
and  may  there  buy  fo  much  Provifions  as  are  "necef- 
fory  for  their  ufe,  without  any  hindrance:  And  that 
likewife  they  may  Trade  and  Traffique  in  Goods  and 
Commodities  of  all  forts,  as  to  them  fliall  feem  fit, 
and  them  to  Export  and  Import  at  their  pleafure, 

paying 


paying  the  ufual  Duties,  faving  to  each  Countrey  their 
particular  Laws  and  Cuftoms.  Provided  that  the 
Subjects  and  Inhabitants  of  either  fide  exercifing  their 
Trade  in  each  others  Countreys  and  Dominions,  (hall 
not  be  obliged  hereafter  to  pay  any  more  Cuftoms,  Im- 
port, or  other  Duties,  then  according  to  that  propor- 
tion which  other  Foreign  Nations  Trading  in  thefaid 
places  do  ufually  pay. 

XIX. 

That  the  Ships  and  Veffels  of  the  faid  United  Pro- 
vinces ,  as  well  Men  of  War  as  others ,  meeting  any 
Men  of  War  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  s  in  the 
J?r/>///;SeaS)fhall  Strike  the  Flag,  and  Lore  the  Top- 
fail  in  fuch  manner  as  the  fame  hath  been  formerly 
obferved  in  any  times  whatfoever. 

XX. 

And  for  the  greater  Freedom  of  Commerce  and 
Navigation,  it  is  Agreed  and  Concluded,  That  the 
faid  King  of  Great  Britain^  and  the  faid  States  Gene- 
ral, fhall  not  receive  into  their  Havens,  Cities  and 
Towns,  nor  fuffer  that  any  of  the  Subje&s  of  either 
Party  do  receive  Pirates  or  Sea-Rovers,  or  aflfoi;d  them 
any  entertainment.,  affiftance  or  provifion,  but  fhall 
endeavour  that  the  faid  Pirates  and  Sea-Rovers ,  or 
their  Partners,  Sharers  and  Abettors,  be  found  out, 
apprehended ,  and  fuffer  condign  punifliment  for  the

challenge  the  fame-  Provided  the  Right  of  their  Pro- 
priety be  made  to  appear  in  t-he  Court  of  Admiralty 
by  due  proofs  according  to  Law. 

XXL 

It  (hall  not,be  permitted  to  the  Subje&s  of  thefaid 
King  of  Great  Britain ,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Kingdoms  and  Countreys  under  His  Obedience,  or 
to  the  Inhabitants  and  Subje&s  of  the  faid  United 
Provinces,  to  do  or  offer  any   Hoftility  or  Vio- 
lence to  each  other ,  either  by  Land  or  by  Sea ,  upon 
any  pretence  or,  colour   whatsoever :    And   confe- 
quently  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Subje<5te 
or  Inhabitants  to  get  Commiflions  or  Letters  of  Ke- 
prifal  from  any  Prince  or  State  ,  with,  whom  either 
of  the  Confederates  are  at  difference,  or  in  open 
War  x,  and  much  lefs  by  vertue  of  thofe  Letters  t6 
moleft    or    damnifie  the  Subje&s  of  either  Party. 
Neither  fliall  it  be  lawftl  for  any  Foreign  Private 
Mencf  War,  who  are  not  Subjects  to  one  nor  the 
other  Party,  having   Commiflions  from  any  other 
Prince  or  State ,  to  Equip  their  Ships  in  the  Har- 
bours of  either  of  the  aforefaid  Parties  3  or  to  fell 
orranfom  their  Prizes,  or  any  other  way  to  Truck, 
as  well  the  Ships  and  Goods  0  as  any  other  Lading 
whatfoever.     And  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  them  to 
buy   any  Visual ,   but   what  fliall  be  neceffary  to

bring  them  to  the  next  Port  of  that  Prmce  from 
whom  they  obtained  their  faid  Commiflions.  And 
if  perchance  any  of  the  Subjedb  of  the  faid  King  of

That  in  cafe  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain^  or  the 
did  States  General  do  make  any  Treaty  of  Amky 
or  Alliance  with  any  other  Kings  0  Republicks, 
Princes  or  States,  they  ihall  therekr  comprehend 
each  other  and  their  Dominions,  if  they  defire  to  be 
therein  comprehended  5  and  fliall  give  to  the  other 
notice  of  all  fuch  Treaties  of  Friendflbip  and  Alliance. 

XXIII. 

That  in  cafe  it  happen  during  this  Friendship, 
Confederacy,  and  Alliance ,  any  thing  Ihall  be  done 
or  attempted  by  any  of  the  Subje<5b  or  Inhabitants 
of  either  Party  againfl  this   Treaty  3   or  any  part 
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thereof,  by  Land,  Sea,  or  Frefh- waters ,  That  ne- 
verthelefs  tbis  Amity  and  Alliance  between  the  faid 
Nations  fhall  not  thereby  be  broken  or  interrupted, 
but  fhall  remain  and  continue  in  its  full  force-,  and  that 
only  thofe  particular  perfons  fhall  be  punifhed  ,  who 
have  committed  any  thing  againft  this  Treaty,  and  none 
elfe5  and  that  Juftice  fhall  be  rendred,  and  fatisfa&ion 
given  to  all  perfons  concerned,  by  all  fuch  who  have 
committed  any  thing  contrary  to  this  Treaty  ,  by 
Land  or  Sea,  or  other  Waters,  in  any  part  of  Europe, 
or  any  places  within  the  Straits,  or  in  America ,  or  upon 
the  Coafts  of  Africa,  or  in  any  Lands,  Iflands,  Seas, 
Creeks,  Bays,  Rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  the 
Cafe  of  Good  Hope,   within  Twelve  Moneths  fpace 
after  Juftice  fhall  be  demanded  •,    And  in  all  places 
whatfoever  on  the  other  fide  the  faid  Cape  fas  hath 
been  abovefaid)  within  Eighteen  Moneths  next  enftf- 
ing  after  demand  of  Juftice  fhall  be  made  in  m inner 
aforefaid.     But  in  cafe  the  offenders  againft  this  Trea- 
ty do  not  appear,  and  fubmit  themfelves  to  Judge- 
ment, and  give  fatisfa&ion  within  the  refpedlive  times

ces, or  elfewhere  in  their  Dominions  in  Europe,  as 
well  they  themfelvcs  exercifing  Trade  in  all  thofe 
places,  as  their  Agents,  Faclors  and  Servants,  may  go 
armed  or  unarmed  (but  if  armed,  not  above  Forty  in 
a  Company)  as  well  without  their  Goods  and  Mer- 
chsndifes  as  with  them,  wherefoever  they  pleafe. 
The  People  alfo  and  Inhabitants  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces (hall  enjoy  the  fame  Liberty  and  Freedom 
in  all  the  Dominions  of  the  faid  King  in  Europe  •,  Pro- 
vided that  they  and  every  of  them  do  in  their  Trade 
and  Merchandising  yield  Obedience  to  the  Laws  and 
Statutes  of  either  Nation  refpe&ively. 

XXV. 

That  in  cafe  the  Merchanr-Ships  of  theSubje&s  of 
either  Nation  ihallby  Storm,  Pirates,  or  any  other 
neceflity  whatfoever  be  driven  into  any  Haven  of 
either  Dominion ,  they  may  depart  fecurely  and  at 
their  pleafure,  with  their  Ships  and  Goods-,  without 
paying  any  Cuftoms  or  other  Duties  •>  Provided  they 
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break  no  Bulk,  nor  fell  anything-,  nor  fliall  they  be 
fubjeft  to  any  Moleftation  or  Search  J  provided  they 
do  not  receive  on  board  any  Perfons  or  Goods,  nor  do 
any  thing  elfe  contrary  to  the  Laws,  Ordinances  or  Cu- 
ftoms  of  the  places  where  they  (as  aforefaidj  fhal'l  hap- 
pen to  arrive.

That  the  Merchants,  Matters  and  Seamen  of  either

CH  A  R  L  E  S  the  II.  by  the  Grace  of  God  King 
of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  ejrc.  We  do  hereby  make  known- 
and  teftifie  unto  all  and  every  perfon  and  per-J 
fons  whom  it  doth  or  may  any  way  concern ,  That 
whereas  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace  concluded  at  Breda 
the  fj.  day  of  J&rfjr,  i66y9  between  Us  and  the  High 
and  Mighty  Lords  States  General  of  the  United  Ne- 
therlands,  it  is  agreed  in  the  third  Article,  That  each 
Party  is  to  hold  and  pofTefs  for  the  time  to  come,  with 
plenary  right  of  Soveraignty,ProprietyandPoffeflion, 
all  fuch  Lands,  Iflands,  Cities,  Forts,  Places,  and  Co- 
lonies, as  during  this  War,  or  in  any  former  times  be- 
fore this  War,  they  have  by  force  of  Arms,  or  any 
way  whatfoever  gotten  or  detained  from  the  other

Party,  after  the  very  fame  manner  as  they  hadfeized 
and  did  poflefs  them  on  the  £,  day  of  May  laft  paft, 
not  excepting  any  of  the  faid  Places.

United  Neth'crtanciers  ^  or  recovered  from  them  an3 
brought  under  Our  Power,  after  .the  expiration  of 
the  faid  %  day  of  May  ,  That  they  reftore  them  all 
without  any  delay  or  excufe,  unto  thofe  perfons 
who  (ball  exhibit  thefe  Letters  Patents,  in  fuch 
condition  as  they  fliall  be  found  in  at  the  time  when 
the  renewing  of  the  Peace  (hall  be  notified  there,

That  theufe  of  Navigation  and  Commerce  be  free 
between  the  Subjects  of  both  the  faid  Kings  5  as  it 
was  anciently  in  the  time  of  Peace  ,  and  before  the 
Denunciation  of  the  late  War5  fo  that  every  one  of 
them  may  freely  come  into  the  Kingdoms,  Provinces, 
Marts ,  Ports  and  Rivers  of  either  Party ,  bringing 
their  Merchandise,  and  Converfing  and  Trading  there 
without  Moleftation.

That  all  Prifoners  on  either  fide,  of  what  Degree, 
Dignity  or  Condition  foever,  be  forthwith  fetat  li- 
berty,without  Ranfom  or  any  other  Price  of  their  Free- 
dom >  Provided  they  pay  what  is  lawfully  due  for 
Diet  or  other  Caufe.

That  all  Proclamations  and  Ads  which  by  reafon  of 
this  War  either  Party  hath  publifhed ,  to  the  preju- 
dice of  either,  againft  the  liberty  of  Navigation  and 
Trade3  be  abrogated  on  both  fides.

That  the  moft  Chriftian  King  ffiall  with  all  fpeed,

Alfo,  That  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  do  like- 
wife  reftore  unto  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King,  or 
unto  fuch  as  to  that  purpofe  fhall  receive  his  Com- 
mand duely  pafFed  under  the  Great  Seal  of  France, 
the  Country  which  is  called  Acadia,  lying  in 
North-  America,  which  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King 
did  formerly  enjoy:  And  to  that  end  the  faid  King 
of  Great  Britain  fhall  immediately  upon  the  Ratifica- 
tion of  this  Agreement,  deliver  or  caufe  to  be  deli- 
vered unto  the  faid  Moft  Chriftian  King,  or  fuch 
Minifters  of  his  as  fhall  be  thereunto  appointed,  all 
Inftrumeats  and  Orders  duely  difpatched,  which  fhall 
be  necelTarytothefaid  Reftitution..

Alfo  the  Moft  Chriftian  King  fliall  in  like  manner 
reftore  unto  the  King  of  Great  Britain  the  Iflands  cal- 
led Antigoa  and  Monfarat  (if  they  be  in  his  power)  and 
any  other  Iflands,  Countries,  Forts  and  Colonies, 
which  may  have  been  gotten  by  the  Arms  of  the 
Moft  Chriftian  King,  before  or  after  the  Subfcripti- 
on  of  theprefent  Treaty,  and  which  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  poflefTed  before  he  entred  into  the  War  with 
the  States  General  (to  which  War  this  Treaty  doth 
put  an  end.)  On  the  other  fide,  ThefaidKingofGr^? 
Britain,  mail  after  the  manner  aforefaid,  reftore  unto 
the  abovementioned  Moft  Chriftian  King  all  Iflands^

which  might  be  gotten  by  the  King  of  Great  Britains 
Arms,  before  or  after  the  Subscription  of  the  prefent 
Agreement,  and  which  the  moft  Chriftian  King  poffef- 
fed  before  the  firft  of  January  1665. 

XIII.    But 
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But  if  any  of  thofe  Servants  and  Slaves   that 
ferved  the  Engltjb'm  that  part  of  the  Ifleof  St.chrifte- 
fhers  which  belonged  to  the  forefaid  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain,** alfo  in  the  Iflands  called  Antigoa  and  Monfaraty 
when  they  were  taken  by  theArms  of  the  forefaid  Moft 
ChriftianKing,  (hall  defire  to  return  again  unto  the 
fubje&ion  of  the  Englijh  (yet  without  all  force  or  con- 
straint) it  (hall  be  free  and  lawful  for  them  fo  to  do 
within  the  fpace  of  fixMoneths,  to  be  reckoned  from 
the  day  on  which  the  fame  Iflands  fhall  be  reftored.

In  like  manner,  if  fome  of  the  forefaid  King  of 
Great  BritawsSwb)z€ts(yiho  were  not  reckoned  amongft 
Servants  and  Slaves)  fhall  hire  themfelves  in  the  qua- 
lity of  a  Souldier,  a  Labourer,  or  under  whatfoever 
other  Title,  to  the  forefaid  Moft  Chriftian  King,  or 
any  one  of  his  Subjefts  that  dwelleth  in  the  forefaid

Whatfoever  is  refolved  concerning  the  forefaid 
Iflancfs,  it  is  to  be  underftood  that  it  is  in  like  manner 
refolved  concerning  all  other  Iflands,  Forts ,  Coun- 
treys,  and  Colonies,  and  the  Subje&s  and  Servants  li- 
ving therein ,  whom  and  which  the  abovementioned 
Moft  Chriftian  King  fliall  have  gotten  by  his  Arms, 
or  fhall  get  before  or  after  the  Subfcription  of  this 
Treaty,  if  fo  be  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  pofleffed 
them  before  he  entred  into  the  War  with  the  States 
General,  which  War  is  ended  by  this  Treaty.

That  all  Letters  as  well  of  ReprzaL,  as  of  Marque 
and  Countermarque,  which  hitherto  have  been  grant- 
ed on  either  Side  for  any  caufe,  (hall  be  and  beheli 
null  and  void-,  Nor  fhall  any  the  like  Letters  be  here- 
aftergranted  by  either  of  the  faid  Kings  againft  the 
Subjefts  of  either  *  unlefs  it  be  firft  made  manifcft 
that  Right  hath  been  denied  5  and  unlefs  he  who  de- 
fires  Letters  of  Reprizal  to  be  granted  unto  him,  do 
firft  draw  and  prefent  his  Petition  to  the  Minifter  red- 
ding in  the  name  of  that  Kingdom  againft  whofe  Sub- 
jeds  thofe  Letters  are  defired5  that  he  within  the

All  Ships,  Merchandife,  and  other  Moveables  which 
fliall  or  may  be  gotten  by  either  Side  after  the  Sub- 
fcription  and  Publication  of  the  prefent  Agreement, 
within  the  fpace  of  Twelve  Days  in  the  Neighbour- 
ing Seas-,  within  thefpace  of  Six  Weeks  from  the  faid 
Neighbouring  Seas  unto  the  Cape  of  St.  Vincent  5 
then  within  the  fpace  of  Ten  Weeks  beyond  the  faid 
Cape  on  this  fide  of  the  Equinoctial  Line  or  <s£qua- 
Ur ,  as  well  in  the  Ocean  and  Mediterranean  Sea,  as 
elfewhere  •,  Laftly,  within  the  fpace  of  Six  Moneths 
beyond  the  bounds  of  the  forefaid  Line  through  the 
whole  World  $  fhall  be  and  remain  unto  the  Poffeflbrs 
without  any  exception  or  further  diftin&ion  of  time 
or  place,  or  any  confederation  to  be  had  of  Reftituci- 
on  or  Compenfation.

But  if  (which  God  of  his  mercy  forbid  J  the 
Differences  now  compofed  between  the  (aid  (Kings 
fhould  at  any  timefefter,  and  break  out  again  into 
open  War,  the  Ships,  Merchandise ,  or  any  kind  of 
Moveables  of  either  Party  ,  which  (hall  be  found  to 
be  and  remain  in  the  Ports ,  and  under  the  Command

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If  it  fhould  happen  that  any  of  the  (aid  French 
Captains  ftiould  make  Prize  of  a  Veflel  laden  with

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And  when  the  Ambafladors  of  the  faid  States  Ge- 
neral, or  any  other  of  their  Publick  Miniftersrefiding 
ix>  Hii  Majefties  Cou.t,  fhall  make  complaint  or  the. 
Judgements  which  fhall  be  given ,  His  Majefty  will 
caufe  a  Review  to  be  made  of  the  faid  Judgements  in 
his  Council,  to  examine  whether  the  Order  and  Pre- 
cautions contained  in  the  prefent  Treaty  have  been 
followed  and  obferved  ,  and  to  provide  for  the  fame 
according  to  reafon^  which  (haUbe  done  within  the 
fpace  of  three  Moneths  at  the  fartheft:  Neverthelefs 
neither  before  the  fir  ft  Judgement,  norafterit,  during 
the  time  of  the  Review,  the  Goods  and  ErTedts  which 
are  reclaimed,  may  not  be  fold  or  unladen,  unlefs  it  be 
with  the  content  of  the  Parties  incerelted,  to  avoid  the 
fpoiling  of  the  faid  Commodities,  if  they  be  perifh- 
nble.
